WALPOLE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


In their report for 1878, the Trustees recommended that the 
dog-tax amounting to $224.71, and in addition the sum of $275, 
should be appropriated to the use of the library. The dog-tax 
having been granted, upon the statement of Hon. F. W. Bird, 
that if the town would make the appropriation $300, he would 
personally give $25; it was so voted, and the money has been re- 
ceived. It was fortunate that the sum was a little larger than has 
heretofore been granted, as considerable expense was ineurred in 
moving to, and fitting up the new quarters. 

In April, Mr. Pillsbury no longer desiring the library in his 
store, the east room in the second story of Mr. Bird’s store, was 
leased at an annual rental of $60. By reference to the report of 
the Treasurer hereto annexed, it will be seen that the sum of 
$98.75 has been spent for furniture and fixtures, which includes 
stove, lamps, shelving, &c. 

Miss F. L. Pillsbury was again chosen Libraian, and her duties 
have been performed to the satisfaction of the Trustees. The 
library has been open frem 1 to 5-30 and from 6-30 to 9P.M., every 
secular day, except holidays throughout tbe year.

The magazines which were added last year continue to be gen- 
erally in demand.  Littell’s being the one least called for has been 
dropped, and the Atlantic subscribed for in its place. The list now 
includes Harper’s, Scribner’s, Atlantic, St. Nicholas, North Amer- 
ican Review and Popular Svience Monthly. 

Insurance to the amount of $1,200 has been effected. This is 
somewhat more than last year, to cover the recent purchase of books. 

There has been expended from the receipts, including a tempo- 
rary transfer of $46 from the fund to the general account, the sum 
of $688.06, leaving a balance of $25.97 in the Treasurer’s hands, 
available for the present year. This will have been expended by 
March Ist. This fund has not been received from the town, but 
from concerts, etc., and the $4¢ above alluded to should be return- 
ed to it. It is hoped that it may be increased by donations, lega- 
cies, etc., so that in time the library may be largely supported 
from the interest received from it, and not be dependant upon the 
town. For details of receipts and expeuditures the Trustees re- 
fer to the Treasurer’s report. | } 

A concert was given at the Orthodox church, August 15, 1878, 
for the benefit of the library. The artists, in generously giving 
their services, are entitled to the thanks of the community. The 
Walpole Amateur Dramatic Club gave an entertainment at Bacon 
Hall for the same purpose. By their desire the proceeds ($18), 
together with those received from the same source last year, have 
been used in the purchase of Chambers’ Encyclopeedia, Black’s 
General Atlas, Lippincott’s Gazetteer, and Thomas’ Dictionary of 
Biography. Thus, by the energy and enterprise of a few of our 
young people, a valuable addition has been secured. 

The library has received a generous contribution from Mr. H. 
W. Tilton, formerly a resident of the town. Between thirty and 
forty well-selected volumes, chiefly agricultural, have been 
received. These form a valuable addition to the agricultural 
department. Many of them have been published recently, and 
contain the latest scientific knowledge on the subjects of which 
they treat. 

Hon. B. W. Harris, our member of Congress at Washington, 
has continued to send government publications from time to time. 
These may be found in our new quarters, as well as those received 
previously, and which had been stored for want of room. 
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The library is also indebted to Messrs. E. P. Stetson and W. 
Glover for books which haye been received from them. 

The number of books added during the year is 249. The circu- 
lation has been about 15,700 volumes. This indicates that there 
is no lack of interest. 

The Trustees recommend that, in addition to the dog-tax, the 
sum of $275 be appropriated to the use of the library for the 
ensuing year.

In accordance with the expressed desire of the town, your 
Committee assumed the unusual responsibilities committed to 
them. In addition to the duties ordinarily required, they have 
attacked in good earnest the problem, referred to them, of having 
the best schools with little money. 


The expenses of the schools 


were at once reduced to the least possible figure. All extras were 
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cut off; the lowest prices have been paid for supplies, &c.; and 
where new teachers have been employed, their wages have been at 
reduced rates for the first year. 

But at the same time, and until the middle of January, it has 
been necessary to employ an assistant for the Village Primary 
School. Yet, so far, we have been able to keep the expenses con- 
siderably within the appropriation. Whether we shall be able to 
keep them at the present low figures remains to be seen. This 
Village Primary School has outgrown all our accommodations. 
It will probably be necessary to divide it in the spring, — thus 
requiring another teacher, and possibly other expenses, for room- 
rent, fuel, &c. 

The South Schools have been combined into one school, under 
one teacher, who provides her own assistant out of her own salary. 
In this change we have been able to somewhat reduce expenses, 
aud at the same time secure marked advantages. For example, — 
better accommodations for those who heretofore have been crowded 
into the small room, more complete unity in discipline, one system 
of instruction, &c. It is believed that this change gives entire 
satisfaction. 

The West school has been discontinued for the present; provi- 
sion having been made, whereby those who would naturally have 
attended that school, can be comfortably brought to the Centre 
school. The reason for this change may be stated, as follows: 
For some years the school has been ‘‘too smail for classification, 
or for healthy emulation;” the attendance very irregular — the 
average but a little over eight pupils —the interest notoriously 
lacking. ‘There were also some peculiarities that could not be 
corrected as the school was. What to do in the condition of affairs 
has been the problem with the Board for several years. In the 
report of the Committee for the year ending December 31, 1876, 
will be found the suggestion which the present Committee have 
endeavored to carry out. Furthermore the Norfolk County Asso- 
ciation of School Committees and Superintendants, earnestly 
recommend the concentration of schools as calculated ‘* to secure 
much better results than can be attained in scattered, mixed 
schools.” Other towns are trying the same plan. The testimony 
in its favor was so unanimous from those who have had experience 
in such changes, that we felt that we ought to try what it would 
do for us. Notwithstanding the decided opposition of some, who 
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would have been most benefitted by it, after an experience of four 
or five months, the Committee feel that the marked improvement 
on the part of such pupils as were allowed to come to the Centre, 
fully justifies their action. Indeed the result far exceeds our 
expectations. Nevertheless we have not felt at liberty to be at any 
increased expense in accomplishing this most desirable change. 

In many of the schools new teachers are to be found; all of 
whom have entered with interest and zeal into their work. The 
Committee are themselves pleased with what has been accomplished 
during the year. They are especially glad to call your attention 
to the growing interest which the teachers, the pupils, and many 
of the parents are showing in the schools. At the present rate of 
improvement in this regard, there is promise of more marked re- 
sults in the year to come. In this connection the Committee can- 
not but urge upon the rest of the parents to interest themselves 
in their own children at school, else do not blame the teacher. We 
speak with well weighed words when we say that as much depends 
upon you as upon the teachers in this matter. If parents do not 
care whether their children are at school or not, how much will the 
children care? We submit that in no case, but one of absolute ne- 
cessity, should a child be allowed to absent himself from a single 
recitation, —he cannot, indeed, without great disadvantage, both 
to himself and to the whole school. The best teacher in the world 
will hardly be able to stimulate a child to profitable work if it be 
often absent. We are particularly urgent in this matter now be- 
cause we are seeking to give the most practical turn possible to 
school work. | 

The necessity of such remarks will appear from the fact that in 
one or two of the schools too large a number of excuses, purport- 
ing to be written by the parents have been received by the teachers ; 
besides, on the register of our school, it does not appear that a 
single parent has visited that school during the year. Could you 
not spend one hour each term? ‘That short hour’s visit would 
have done the school untold good. No new class entered the High 
school at the beginning of the year, and no class will graduate 
this summer. This change reduced the number of classes from 
three to two; on account of which we were able to dispense 
with the assistant, and by so doing considerably reduce the 
expenses. 
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REPAIRS. 


No repairs but such as were urgent, have been made upon the 
school buildings. They have all except the well at East Walpole 
been of a temporary character. Other repairs ought to be pro- 
vided for by special appropriation. The Village schoolhouse must 
be shingled at once. And the buildings at both North and the 
East should be painted, while at the Centre there is pressing need 
for more room. 

The houses are large enough, but are so arranged that nearly 
half of each one is of no use, and is not in condition to be used. 
Lhe Committee have been at work at the problem for some time, 
have consulted authorities on the subject, and are prepared to 
report a method by which we may secure seating capacity for some 
eighty more pupils than can now be accommodated, — room 
enough, in all probability, to meet all needs for the next five or 
six years, at least. This can be done by a little change in the 
Centre building. This change will give us two more rooms, of 
more convenient size, will utilize the whole building, and will 
allow of a more satisfactory grading of the schools; and all at the 
cost of about eight hundred dollars. Plans will be submitted at 
the March town meeting. 

It is hoped that the town will make provision for this change, 
and tuat the Committee will be authorized to attend to it at once. 

The Committee estimate that the repairs and the change, re- 
ferred to above, will require an appropriation of one thousand dol- 
lars ($1000). 


TRUANT LAWS. 


At a special town meeting last summer the matter of by-laws 
relating to habitual truants and absentees from school such as will 
meet the requirements of the statutes of the Commonwealth, was 
referred to the School Committee. We have to report as fol- 
lows : — 


The form, which we append, having been approved by the 
State Board of Education, is hereby suggested for adoption by the 
town. 
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TRUANT LAWS. 


ArticLeE 1, The town of Walpole hereby avails itseif of the several 
provisions of the statutes of this Commonwealth, now in force, relat- 
ing to habitual truants and absentees from scohol, and in pursuance 
of authority conferred thereby adopts the following by-laws. 


Art. 2, All children between the ages of seven and fifteen years, 
residing in said towu, and who may be found wandering about in the 
streets or public places of said town, having no lawful occtipation or 
business, not attending school, and growing up in ignorance, shall be 
committed either to the school, now in Worcester, Lowell, Lawrence, 
or Salem, or to some similar institution that may be provided for 
such purpose in this county, for confinement, instruction and dis- 
cipline. 


Arr. 3. Twoor more truant officers, shall be appointed annually, 
whose duty it shall be to inquire into all the violations of the truant 
laws and of the law relating to compulsory education, and to do all 
the acts required of them by the laws of the Commonwealth. 


Arr. 4. It shall be the duty of every truant officer, previous to 
making any complaint under these laws, to notify the truant, or ab- 
sentee from school, also his parents or guardian, of the offence com- 
mitted, and of the penalty therefor, and if the truant officer can ob- 
tain satisfactory pledges for the restraiht and reformation of the 
child, he may at his discretion forbear to prosecute, so long as such 
pledges are faithfully kept. 


Art. 5. It shall be the duty of the School Committee, the teachers 
of the public schools, and the citizens generally, to aid the truant 
officers as far as possible, in the discharge of their duties. 


Art. 6. It shall be the duty of the truant officers to keep a fuil rec- 
ord of all their official acts, and make anannual report thereof to the 
School Committee, who shall publish the same in their own report. 


Art. 7. Nothing in these by-laws shall be so construed as to alter 
or impair the obligation and duty of teachers to enforce punctuality 
and regularity of attendance, and to preserve good order and dicipline. 
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We are informed at the State House that unless some by-law 
be adopted by the town at the March Meeting, we shall lose the 
state of appropriation.
